H E ignorance and depravity, which 
have for ages pervaded the eaftern 
parts of the antient continent, form afttbje& 
which haa defervedly excited the attention 
of the llatefman, the h ftorian, and the phi­ 
lofopher.

That fimplicity and benevolence, which 
fliine with unrivalled luftre. in the truly 
Chriftian character, %vere now but empty 
names.

•ble impetooGtf, and threatened a Hidden 
cxtinAion of the moft powerful kingdomi of 
the eaft. 
Rome» at that time more addiAed 
to the qsibblea of Ibphiftry, than to a care 
of ita own prefervation, wai compelled to 
fDottm the Ufa of many of her mod valuable 
domitiiont. 
The provmcei of Egypt, Palef- 
IfAt and Syria, three of the brigbtefl ó: na. 
menta of tbe empire, were raviihrd by the 
hrffli of the Saraceni Í while Perfia dillin- 
guiibrd, at it had been, for iti opulence and 
power, waa foon forced to confefi iti infe* 
Horityi tnd to fubmit to tbe yoke of Arabian 
/defpoti* 


The malignant influence of a fyftem, 
whiich originated in depravity, and had for 
ita obj«:A a total fubveriion of the mo(^ im­ 
portant interefta of man, may more ealily be 
imagined than defcribed. In whatever quar* 
ter we trace the progrrft of Mohammedan- 
ifm, we invariably find it accompanied by 
ignorance and political bondage* 
Hotwith- 
ftandiag the continued operation of cauftt, 
both phyfical and moral, under Climatea the 
moft varied, and amidft mannera the mod dif* 
iimilar, ita efTeAi are the fame« 
0» the 
fhorea of the Levant, and on the banks of 
the Gangei ; from the confinea of the £ux* 
loe to the exfremiiiei of Arabia, are vifible 
th i fame indubitable marki of flavery and 
opprcflton* 


The bleflinga of freedou^, and the fecurity 
ef ind ependrnce, have fallen the viAimi of 
thia dedruAive fydem. The followers of the 
Jmpodor, have ever been charaAcriaed by a 
ferocity towards all other perfuaiiont, aa 
contrary to the dlAatea of enlightened hu­ 
m anity, aa it haa been deftruAive to the 
welfare of mankind in general. 
A t the 
fame time theit intellrCtual powers have 
been deprived of much of their original 
flrength and vivacity. Literature alfo, and the 
in e arta, have, for many centoriei, been ba- 
nifhed from thofe unhappy countries ; and 
reduced under the dominion of the iCoran, 
the contraAfd policy cf the Mcflem princes 
baa aAively fupprefled every claim to litera, 
ry merit. 


To the intelligent obferver, the extent ef 
this pernicious fyAem is fofiiciently apparent, 
from that deftitution of alnioft every moral 
«irtue ; from that unwillingnefs to adopt any 
•fefiil or elegtnt a r t; from that narrownefa 
of mind^ and that deficiency in every accom- 
pliiiment, which diflingutfh the followera of 
M ohamm rd; and exclude them from the 
meana, either of domeftic tranquillity, or 
public happinefs* 


from tbefe fcAiet of error and oppreffion, 
If we turn to the contraded profpeAa, wUich 
prefent themfelvea, wherever we can trace 
the prevalence of a Ueligion, which origin* 
Ated in purity, and had for its objeA the 
happinefa of the Univerfe, we fliall find» that 
tbe charaAera o( the authora, and of the in- 
flitutiona, which they refpeÁively founded, 
were not more unlike, than the cflTeAs which 
they have produced upon the condition of 
mn*«.»The Mohammedan impodure rigidly 
confinea ita votaries to the punAilioua ob* 
fervance of an empty ritual, and owea its in'* 
iaence to the ignorance of ita followers.-. 
Ghriftianity demands the homage t>f the heart, 
and contributea ita aid to the enlargement 
of the underllanding. 
W ithout the forms 
of external grandeur» it grows and profpers 
amidft every variety of manners, of govern­ 
ment, and of climate* 
Under the fcorching 
inftutnce of the torrid lone, and in the cold 
regions of the North, we find it mitigating 
the natural ferocity of man, aud charaAerii- 
ing ita profelTors by a fpirit of comparative 
benevolence* l u operation upon the human 
lieart, haa already eftablidifd that liberality 
of fentiment, 
which has extinguifhed, in 
no fifriíMegrce, the prejudices and cruelties 
nutions.
